THE 8K SHUT DOWN DAY RUN 

As we mentioned last week, Hamptons Subway 
will shut down it’s “spur” lines that go from 
Jobs Lane to Cooper’s Beach in Southampton 
and Newtown Lane to Main Beach in East 
Hampton on September on September 24 and 
25 respectively. There will be a band playing 
at sunset on the beach on those days and 
Billy Buttons will play “Taps” on his trumpet 
at sunset.

Opponents Wanting to Shut East Hampton Airport Descend

he battle between those living near the 

East Hampton Airport and those using the 
airport has heated up in recent weeks. It is 
coming closer and closer to all out war. 

In a way, it might be because the results of 
a skirmish between the parties that happened 
last year still simmers in court appeals—the 
townspeople won—and so that is not finished. 
In that case, the Town, which owns the airport, 
prevailed. Restrictions were put into place 
reducing the noise of the aircraft and the times 
aircraft can land and takeoff. But the appeals 
are still underway. Understandably, this has 
angered the townspeople. 

Most recently there was a raid on the airport 
terminal by some residents from near the 
airport, looking for town ordinance violations 
by those businesses using the airport. Many of 
these residents were members of organizations, 
like Say No to KHTO (KHTO is the airport 
nickname for East Hampton Airport), that want 


the airport shut down. Others were members of 
Quiet Skies. Still others just came as 
independent individuals. 

At the airport, according to a Quiet Skies 
release, they observed two little boys allowed 
out on the runway to meet their dad, who was 
emerging from a helicopter—a clear safety 
violation, they said— and they reported that 
to the airport manager. They observed some 
helicopters being refueled away from the 
terminal, but others nearby the terminal. The 
airport manager told the residents to stand 
behind a fence on a patio at the terminal so as 
to not to disrupt airline services. They moved 
to the patio. 

But then, a counterattack occurred. Sound 
Aircraft Services, one of the fixed base operators 
at the airport, caused three large fuel trucks to 
go over to park on the runway by the terminal, 
nose to tail, which blocked the residents’ view 
of what was happening on the runways. 

“The obvious purpose was to hide airport 
operations from public view. But passengers 


were then forced to walk through a narrow 
space between the fuel trucks and the patio for 
access to the terminal, creating a totally unsafe 
condition,” said Kathy Cunningham, the chair 
of the Quiet Skies Coalition in a press release. 

Town Supervisor Larry Cantwell arrived. 
He said the town had no authority over the 
activities of fixed base operators on the airport 
runway. That was controlled by the FAA. To 
that, resident David Gruber, a member of East 
Hampton Town Noise Committee, sent out a 
press release that seemed designed to inflame 
tempers further. 

“I have heard it said that the Town, 
the airport proprietor, does not control the 
airport, but that Sound Aircraft, one of the 
airport tenants, does, and the Town merely 
does its bidding. What I had always assumed 
to be empty gossip actually appears to be 
true. The Town apparently does not exercise 
control, for reasons of either safety or liability, 
over the portions of the airfield that are not 
leased out. Nor does it set (Cont'd on next page)

any rules for the safety of the public.” 

He added, “We went to watch operations and 
congestion, but were astonished at the safety 
lapses we saw. And those were just the ones 
we could easily observe from the small patio 
in a short span of time. It looks to me that no 
one in Town government, up to and including 
the supervisor, has any idea where the Town’s 
responsibilities regarding the airport and 
airport safety begin or end.” 

Also new is a demand that the airport be 
shut entirely, proposed by Say NO to KHTO 
Chairman and spokesperson Barry Raebeck. 
Last month the Town of Santa Monica, California 
voted to shut down their small airport. The 
last planes will be landing there in 2018. Press 
releases from Say NO to KHTO sound the 


alarm about the aviation company BLADE, 
Inc., through which individuals can book seats 
on a_ scheduled’ charter flight. by 
crowdsourcing, then sell the unused seats to 
others on the BLADE app, with those tickets 
sold booked back to BLADE itself for credit 
toward a future flight.. BLADE, which already 
has a considerable fleet of aircraft, now lists 
22 destinations in five different states, not just 
to and from East Hampton. 

“The Town Board must face head-on the 
juggernaut headed our way,” said Patricia Curry, 
founder of Say NO to KHTO. “The aviation 
industry has its sights set squarely on East 
Hampton Town.” There seems no end in sight 
to the airport’s expansion. 

“For KHTO, BLADE’s expansion means more 
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noise, and more pollution,” said Raeback. 
“The economic gains from these operations 
do not benefit the residents of East Hampton; 
they benefit only the aviation investors. Our 
town board must do the right thing, and take 
immediate steps to prevent further destruction 
of our environment and quality of life. That 
means closing the airport now.” 

If there are people in the Hamptons who want 
to close the airport, there are also people who 
would agree that though aircraft noise should 
be restricted, the airport certainly should not 
be shut down. Closing it would severely affect 
the economy here, and it would certainly result. 
in an increase in the already clogged roads used 
by vehicular traffic. 

Then there are those who live more than two 
miles from the airport. I am one of them. I look 
up and see a nice airplane or helicopter go by

500 yards off Georgica Beach. 
It would be a win-win for everybody. 


‘There are those that say “didn’t these people, 
when they bought their homes near the airport, 
notice there was an airport?” And the answer 
is most certainly they did notice the airport. 
The airport was founded in the 1930s. It was 
almost entirely surrounded by woods then. Of 
course, the usage and the noise have increased 
dramatically since those days. As for other 
points made by those fighting the airport— 
Santa Monica Airport is one of eight airports in 
the Los Angeles area. Its closure would not be 
dramatic. There are no other airports near East 
Hampton closer than 20 miles away. 

If I were a world leader trying to negotiate a 
compromise between these two warring groups, 
I would suggest that the aircraft interests drop 
their battles opposing the new town restrictions 
and instead allow for even greater restrictions, 
because the ones put into effect last year have 
had little effect, and in exchange I would want 
the residents nearby to drop their request that 
the airport be shut down entirely. 

And if that failed, I would suggest the one 
thing that would make everybody happy. 

Off Long Beach, California, there are a series 
of artificial islands that have beaches and trees 
and other amenities on them but which were 
originally built to mask offshore oil-well rigs. 
The improvements make them look nice from 
afar. And you can picnic and sunbathe on them. 

I think a landing strip should be built on anew 
artificial island 500 yards off Georgica Beach. It 
would be a win-win for everybody.

Saving my iPhone External Earphones by Losing my Ears

ie Thursday was the day that Apple 
announced their new iPhone 7. They are 
doing away with the earphone jack. Instead, 
the iPhone will have two earpieces, called 
AirPods. Each will sit cradled in your ear, 
one for the right and one for the left. You will 
walk around without wires and appear to be 
talking to yourself. Could create a problem. 
More importantly, because it is attached by 
Bluetooth rather than by wire, you get all the 
music digitally, rather than by analog. The 
digital sound is far superior. They say. 

Personally, I love music that comes in analog. 
It’s old school. Smooth. Not sharp. And yet, 
Apple is now betting the farm on digital. 

And so, I very much wanted to hear the 
digital. If Apple succeeds in changing how we 
hear music—and they’ve caused revolutions in 
certain ways of doing things before—I will be an 
unhappy camper. 

I tried to find a review online of how the 
music sounds. But the phone was not 
yet available for review. Won’t be available 
until the end of September. As a result of 
this, | decided to buy a spare analog iPod. 
I have 1,100 songs I love. If they 
discontinue analog, I can continue along for 
a while. 


Over at GeekHampton in Sag Harbor, which 
is our local Apple dealer, I found that the iPod 
I have, a square, is no longer being sold. The 
new one is rectangular and, I was told, has a few 
improvements in the analog sound. It was $149. 
I bought it. And I decided to see if that was true. 
Maybe if I like my old one better, I would return 
the new one and look for another square one, 
used, on eBay. 

Back at home | spent the next hour listening 
to the same songs, first on one, and then on 
the other. Some of my older songs, such as 
“Maybellene” by Chuck Berry, were muddier 
on the newer iPod. On the other hand, Taylor 
Swift’s “You Belong with Me” sounded better on 
the newer iPod. 

I listened at regular volume and I listened 
at high volume. | listened on Bass Boost and | 
listened on Concert Mode. I tried some different 
songs. Robert Palmer’s “Addicted to Love” 
sounded better on the old iPod. The grand 
finale of Beethoven’s Ninth sounded better on 
the new iPod. 

At dinner that evening, my wife talked about 
a new museum exhibition in New York City we 
might want to see. 

“It’s an exhibition of foster cats,” she said.

What 
sort of people take in foster cats? I imagined 
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some unhappy foster cats meowing in glass 
enclosures in the museum galleries.

That’s interesting, I thought. People off the 
street get casts of themselves. We could go in 
and they could make casts of us. 

“Great idea,” I said. “I wonder if they could do 
a cast of the two of us together.” 

“No, no,” she said. “These plaster casts are 
made of great classic statues. Sellers make 
them and send the plaster casts on ahead. So 
when they ship the real ones, the buyer can see 
it’s a perfect fit. Well, this is an exhibit of the 
plaster casts. Nobody has ever done this before. 
Apparently they are quite remarkable. They are 
at the Institute of Classical Architecture & Art 
on West 44th Street.” 

“I liked it better when it was foster cats,” 
I said. 

And so, this is a warning. Don’t turn the 
volume all the way up on your earphones or 
AirPods. If you do, be prepared for an alternate 
reality.

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Stuart’s Ashes: Saying Farewell to Stuart Vorpahl

onacker Stuart Vorpahl’s ashes were 
dropped from a fishing boat out of Montauk 
at his favorite fishing grounds last Saturday 
evening, a mile off the entrance to Three 
Mile Harbor. He had died earlier this year at 
76. Vigorous until the end, he had known the 
end was coming. He asked for his ashes to be 
sent off in a Viking ship, on fire, at his favorite 
fishing grounds. And his wife, family, local 
officials and friends—about 100 people in all— 
gave him what he wanted. 
Not enough can be said about Stuart Vorpahl. 
He was an upstanding, honorable and beloved 
fighter for fishing rights in this community. One 


might compare him to an earlier Bonacker— 
Samuel “Fish Hook” Mulford—who went to 
London in 1704 to fight to have the tax on whale 
oil rescinded by his king. Mulford had fishhooks 
sewn into his pants pockets when he left East 
Hampton. He’d heard there were pickpockets in 
London. He spoke before Parliament, it got him 
nowhere, he came home. 

Bonackers today—as a clan they live largely 
in Springs and Amagansett—speak with the 
same accent that the Bonackers spoke with 
back then. It’s soft, quick, almost a different 
language than regular English. 

Stuart Vorpahl was one of them. He dropped 
nets and gathered up bags of fish. He tended 


lobster pots. He minded his boat. The rights of 
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the locals to fish and work the local bays and 
waters goes back to the Dongan Patent of 1686, 
a king’s declaration still in force today. Vorpahl 
kept a copy of it on his boat in a plastic sleeve. 
When stopped by a state officer requesting his 
fishing license, he’d present the Patent and, 
when ticketed, refuse to pay fines to the State 
of New York to satisfy the tickets. He’d go to 
court. The Dongan Patent always won. Two 
years ago, after another victory and a promise 
to pay him $1,000 for the lobster and fish that 
had been illegally seized by DEC workers, he 
told people that when he got the money, he’d 
use it to take his wife Mary on a “trip to Paris.” 

A year later, the money still hadn’t come. 
Stuck in paperwork, he was told. Instead, our 
local Assemblyman arranged for the $1,000 to 
be given to him from a special fund the State 
has for occasions such as this. It was fitting. 

There was a covered-dish luncheon for about 
50 people out on the front lawn of the modest 
Vorpah] home on Three Mile Harbor Road on 
Saturday. Living just up the street from him, 
I'd befriended Stuart and come to love him. 
Afterwards, at 6:30 p.m., the 50 of us, together 
with about 50 more, left Montauk aboard the 
Viking Starlight to comply with Stuart’s wishes. 
We all talked about our times with Stuart on 
our way out. | met people from as far away as 
California who had come for this. 

Seas were calm, and we arrived at the fishing 
grounds at sunset. Everyone had been given a 
rose. A small wooden replica of a Viking ship 
about three feet long appeared, with Vorpahl’s 
ashes inside. It was carried to a metal ladder 
that went over the side. A minister offered up 
Vorpahl to the heavens. We all sang “Amazing 
Grace.” Then a sailor carried this small replica 
of a Viking ship, launched the ship, set it on fire 
and caused it to drift off. From the deck above, 
we threw out after it a blizzard of white roses, 
which floated alongside for a while. 

We watched it for nearly half an hour. Finally, 
in that darkness, the boat’s fire flickered out 
and it sank. Heading back to Montauk meant 
heading east, and doing so meant we were all 
able to watch the enormous Harvest Moon rise 
up over the sea. What a fitting end, we all told 
one another. Once back in the harbor, there 
were fireworks across the way. No one on 
board knew why. 

This was a day and evening none of us will 
ever forget. Goodbye, Stuart. @&

Is there one piece of advice you've 
received from another artist that you’ve 
always remembered? 

Yes. Art is a good thing, soul-driven. Don't 
screw it ss by making it “a job.” 


Do you have any advice for aspiring artists— 
painters or otherwise? 

Yes. The majority of art is never wrong: 
mistakes are not really mistakes but are the 


process of learning. The best advice I can give 


an aspiring artist is to observe—put down the 
cell phones and watch life, both human and 
the natural elements, do its thing. Explore 
how things are done, how it was once done 
and listen to someone who has lived it. Read. 
Work out the problem, don’t get discouraged, 
be critiqued and take it, don’t stop, the loss of 
time is a killer.

State DEC to Protect Montauk Lighthouse

Oo n September 12, legislation that will protect 
national historic landmarks from’ shore 
erosion, first introduced by Senator Ken LaValle and 
Assemblyman Fred Thiele, was signed into law by 
Governor Andrew Cuomo. 

The new law, Chapter 310 of the Laws of 2016, 
will allow the New York State Department of 
Conservation (DEC) to take on projects to protect a 
National Historic Landmark, ensuring that necessary 
measures can be implemented to protect the site 
from shore erosion. 

On the East End, there are a handful of national 
historic landmarks, including the Old Whalers’ 
Church in Sag Harbor; the Jackson Pollock House in 
Springs; the Thomas Moran house in East Hampton 
village; and the Montauk Lighthouse. The law will 
allow the DEC to work with the Montauk Historical 
Society, who owns and maintains the lighthouse, 
to prevent erosion that threatens the. lighthouse. 
When construction began in 1796, the lighthouse was 
300 feet away from the bluff, at the western edge of 
Turtle Hill. Today, the lighthouse is less than si feet 
from the edge of the cliff. 

“It’s essential that we provide the Department 
of Environmental Conservation with the tools 
to save our pristine shorelines and our historic 
places, like the Montauk Lighthouse,” said Senator 
LaValle i in a press release announcing the legislation. 

atly, the DEC cannot enter into financially 
ents with nonprofit organizations 


like the Montauk Historical Society 
to halt erosion. Since the Montauk 
Lighthouse is managed by the 
Historical Society, the legislation 
would provide a solution to the issue.” 

“The Montauk Point Lighthouse has 
been part of Long Island’s land and 
seascape for more than 200 years,” 
noted Assemblyman Thiele. “This 
new legislation, combined with the 
national landmark status, will ensure _ 
that the Montauk Historical Society 
can continue their great work in 
protecting this Lighthouse and ensure 
its existence for future generations.” 

The law is the latest attempt to stem the tide of 
erosion at the tip of Long Island, with one of the 
most famous efforts being a grassroots project 
undertaken in 1970 by Rocky Point resident Georgina 
Reid. Reid proposed that the lighthouse implement 
Reed-Trench Terracing on the bluff, which involved 
creating terraced platforms and planting reeds. The 
roots would help to hold the soil together. The 
process was completed almost 30 years later, and 
has largely been credited with slowing down the 
process of erosion. 

The Montauk Point Lighthouse is the oldest 
lighthouse in New York State, commissioned 
by the Second Continental Congress, under 


President George Washington, in 1792. It was first ~ 


electrified‘on July 1, 1940; and it was an important 
part of the Eastern Coastal Defense Shield during

World War Il, when it was occupied by 
the U.S. Army. In 1969, the lighthouse 
was named to the National Register 
of Historic Places. Forty years later, 
Lighthouse committee members 
embarked on the task of getting the 
lighthouse named to National Historic 
Landmark status. The _ process 
took about a year from the initial 
filing. Lighthouse committee members 
«focused on how the Montauk Point 
_ z Lighthouse was integral in establishing 
15 New York Harbor as the world’s 
most significant port for most of the 
19th century. 

On March 2, 2012, the Montauk Point Lighthouse 
was designated a National Historic Landmark. There 
are just over 2,500 National Historic Landmarks 
in the country, and the lighthouse was only the 
12th lighthouse in the country to be designated 
a National Historic Landmark. Being designated a 
National Historic Landmark helps to ensure that 
the site will be preserved for future generations to 
enjoy. National Historic Landmarks are subject to 
additional benefits from the federal government, 
allowing them to be eligible for preservation grants 
and technical preservation assistance. £&.

Miles to Dayton

lending folk, rock, classical and funk, Miles 

to Dayton, aka “M2D,” are regular headliners 
across Long Island. A family band led by a husband 
and wife team, M2D has acquired a large grassroots 
following and has sold out the Boulton Center in 
Bay Shore. They’ve also appeared at the Paramount 
Theatre in Huntington as well as at numerous other 
Long Island venues. Jonathan Preddice, lead singer 
and principal songwriter, spoke with Dan’s Papers 
and told us about the origins of M2D; what they 
enjoy about performing together, their new album 
Forces Unknown and what they are looking forward 
to for their upcoming show at Patchogue Theatre on 
September 23. 


How did M2D find its sound? 

We started playing music about 10 years ago as 
an acoustic trio. It was my wife Krista and I, and her 
brother David on the bass guitar. We started playing 
at coffee shops and open mics, and did a lot of three- 
part harmonies inspired by Crosby, Stills and Nash, 
and acoustic artists more modern like Damien Rice 
and Martin Sexton. Some years later my little sister 
came home from college and we decided to add 
violin to the band’s sound, and around that time 
we also added a drummer. We’re now four albums 
in. Our sound has definitely gone through a few 
different transformations. We try with every project 
to think outside of the box and not limit ourselves to 
creating the same type of material. 


Plays Patchogue Theatre 


How did you come up with your band’s name, 
Miles to Dayton? 

In my senior year of college, my grandfather had 
passed away—his name was Dayton Preddice. He 
was such a big force in my life, so our band name 
idea is the miles that you travel to see someone 
again. It’s basically the road of life, and for me it’s 
trying to be a good person, and to try and follow in 
my grandfather’s example. 


What’s it like having your career, family and 
passion intertwined? 

It’s wonderful. It’s just the fabric that keeps us 
tight. It’s something that we do that keeps us close. 
And for me, it keeps me very fulfilled. 


Where do you find the inspiration for your lyrics? 

It’s a bit of a journal of our life stories—reflecting 
upon something that’s been bothering me, or writing 
about something that could make a difference that 
I'm feeling inside.

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Brooklyn Bridge at Suffolk Theater Sept. 23

@@ We're The Brooklyn Bridge. We’re not a cover 
band,” original member Jimmy Rosica proudly 
confirms. Rosica, the bassist, will perform alongside 
his band (that formed on Long Island in 1968) at 
Suffolk Theater on September 23. Known for hit songs 
including “Sixteen Candles” and “The Worst That 
Could Happen” (with late member Johnny Maestro), 
The Brooklyn Bridge originated as a merging of 
members from the Del-Satins and Rhythm Method. 


Can you tell us how Johnny Maestro and The 
Brooklyn Bridge (the original band) came to be? 
Back in March of 1968 some friends and I were 
putting a garage band together, and at that time | 
was hanging out at a nightclub in Amityville that my 
friend’s father owned. One night my friend’s father 


told me there was going to be a battle of the bands, 
and why don’t we come on down. | told him how we 
were still in my basement, and he said, “What’ve you 
got to lose?” We were definitely not the best band 
that night, but we did have horns—two saxophones 
and one trumpet. I was approached as we got off the 
stage by a woman asking who represented us. So | 
said, “I guess I do, and my friend Tommy Sullivan,” 
and she says she’s from Betty Sperber Management, 
and they manage Johnny Maestro. She asked if we’d 
be interested in coming into Manhattan the next day 
to meet Betty Sperber and Johnny Maestro. So that 
day I went in with Tommy and met John. Johnny told 
us he wanted to enhance the Del-Satins sound. There 
were seven of us, and four of them including Johnny, 
so if we combined that would be an 11-piece group. 
Betty Sperber got on the phone and called one of the 
booking agents, and Betty said to him, “Look Johnny

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Maestro is putting together an 11-piece group,” and 
this gentleman says, “Eleven pieces, geez! That’d 
be like trying to fill the Brooklyn Bridge,” and Betty 
goes, “I love it!” She hangs up the phone, and says to 
us, “You're going to be called The Brooklyn Bridge.” 


What is it about the music of The Brooklyn Bridge 
that causes it still to resonate with so many? 

What characterizes our recordings, of course, 
would be the voice of Johnny Maestro. Johnny was 
the real deal. We were also a good vocal group. 
A lot of groups sing in harmony, and sing in tune, 
but certain groups are known as having a sound— 
like The Beach Boys, The Everly Brothers and 
Crosby, Stills and Nash—so that might have been a 
characteristic of our group. Also, a lot of those love 
songs that we did were timeless in their lyrics. 


Your group was inducted into the Long 
Island Music Hall of Fame. What did this award 
mean to you? 

It was a great night. I had all my brothers and 
sisters, and each of us had our families there. 
We were one of the few groups that were asked © 
to perform live. We performed “The Worst That 
Could Happen.” We had flown in all of the original 
members, so there were about 13 or 14 of us on 
the stage, and Jimmy Webb came up and played 
keyboard. It was a wonderful experience, and a great 
memory, particularly now that Johnny and Freddie 
are not with us, and our original drummer, Artie 
Catanzarita—all of them have since passed away, so 
that was precious. 


The Brooklyn Bridge will be performing at Suffolk 
Theater on September 23. What are you most 
looking forward to? 

Well the fellow singing lead for us now is Joe 
Esposito. We didn’t look for another Johnny Maestro, 
or imitation, because Johnny was one of a kind. Joe 
was a little bit more of a soul singer, but hits the big 
notes, and does justice to all of our records. We’re 
not The Brooklyn Bridge Tribute Band. We’re The 
Brooklyn Bridge! We just recorded a new CD with 
Joe doing The Brooklyn Bridge songs: and some of 
The Crests songs called “Live and Well”—as opposed 
to alive and well—and we’ll be selling that at our 
concerts. Johnny, Freddie and Artie are always with 
us on stage in some capacity—there’s that feeling. 
Even to this day, Joe Esposito sings from the right 
side of the stage. Johnny sang in the center of the 
stage, and that’s vacant. That spot has been retired. 
Losing Johnny was like if the Rolling Stones lost Mick 
Jagger, but you know, we still sound just fine, and 
I'm looking forward to getting on stage and letting it 
rip! Getting on stage is always exciting and gratifying, 
and the love that our fans have for us has 
encouraged us.

Our Mediterranean Getaway to Oreya

na recent Thursday evening I was joined by 

my dear friend and writing buddy Emily for 
dinner at Oreya Restaurant & Lounge at the Capri in 
Southampton. We sat outdoors, facing a courtyard 
framed in white wood that recalls Mediterranean 
getaways. Emily’s seat was adjacent to a great box 
of heavenly wafting rosemary plants. Punctuated 
with fig and lime trees, the layout is spacious inside 
and out. 

And the handsome German business partner, 
a Mr. Friedrich, who greeted us at the door is 
“large format,” like some of the Champagne bottles 
available. Appropriately, his name is “Max.” 

Emily and I agree on most things and so we settled 
in.immediately with cocktails. A Tickled Pink of Grey 
Goose, Campari, grapefruit, lemon, rosemary and 
soda for Emily, who commented, “I can’t taste the 
vodka and that’s a good thing.” Further asserting, 
“This is a very good drink. I’m going to figure out how 
to reproduce it. | love Campari.” Emily is a retired 
bartender, I was once a terrible waitress. 

A. Flower Girl for moi meant Bombay Sapphire 
London Dry Gin, St. Germaine, lemon, simple syrup 
and lavender bitters in a very pretty glass with a 
lemon twist on its rim. It was lemon-forward and light 
and not over-sweet. 

Next on the agenda was testing Oreya’s Blistered 
Shishito Peppers together. We like to treat them as a 
sort of palette cleanser throughout the meal. These 
were just right. Not overly blackened and they were 


tender and tasty, served with preserved lemon and 
sumac aioli and lemon-infused sea salt. (See image 
on next page.) 

I admire a top restaurant that offers tap water in 
reusable bottles. 

Emily segued into a glass of French rosé (Bertaud 
Belieu Cote de Provence, 2014). A lovely pale pink— 
the darker it is, the sweeter it is, so this served well. 

As we contemplated the menu, our server Leslie 
encouraged us to “take all the time in the world” in 
a genuine tone that warmed us. He also employed 
many a “my dear,” which never grated. It was 
remarkable how faraway the highway and the cares 
of the day seem from behind this wall. 

The Fresh Garbanzo Hummus tempted, but I went 
with the Sancerre-Poached Shrimp Cocktail to start. 
The four tender shrimp were luscious in the face of 
the freshly grated horseradish. 

We split a Charred Treviso & Little Gem Caesar 
Salad. It was agreed that the green goddess dressing, 
romaine lettuce, white anchovies, barberry gastrique 
and herbs were a divine combination, but we had to 
stop before we'd finished it in order to take in the 
many other delights. 

Emily ordered the Grilled Bronzino Fillets with 
their leek and fennel ragout, persillade and charred 


lemon. She found it quite good with its note of 


hickory smoke. 

I ordered the Seared Columbia River Salmon entrée 
with eggplant caponata that exuded a tasty, slow 
heat. The poblano coulis, carrots, cippolini onions 
and argan oil were distinct flavors that played nicely 


together. The fish was cooked to a perfect medium, 
as I’d requested. A rare feat. 

Then we shared a number of dishes, like old, well- 
lubricated friends should. The texture of the deeply 
savory Crispy Octopus was perfection. The interior 
almost creamy. The kumquat, minted strawberry 
granita and pistachio oil were a great match for it. 
Emily commented, “I would never think of octopus 
and strawberries together! It works.” We were told 
that the Orzo and Cheese, orzo in a feta-based 
béchamel with black truffles grated on top, at table, 
is the house macaroni ’n’ cheese. What a house! The 
mélange of goodies was rich but not overly so. The 
Fresh Burrata with tender tempura figs and fig jam 


‘with fresh basil and charred bread was as creamy 


as expected and the fig elements were not overly 
sweetened. (See image on next page.) 

At 7 p.m. on this Thursday night this “hot spot” 
heated up, starting to fill with happy diners. Clearly 
many people are in the know! This great summertime 
eatery is open through Columbus Day weekend. 
Chef-owner Greg Grossman stopped by our table 
and shared that in the off-season the building is 
undergoing a transformation for the 2017 season. 
As part of the renovation, the ceiling beams will be 
exposed and a variety of lush vines will be planted — 
around the courtyard. That’s right, they'll be “raising 
the roof” of this delight-filled establishment. @@
